PASTOR’S CORNER 


by Paul Jackson, Pastor 
Covenant Community Church 


At the end...no regrets! 


I became familiar with Dr. Charles Krauthammer from 
his work on Fox News. I was impressed with his thought- 


ful political commentary. He was a brilliant man, 


His formal education was as a psychiatrist, but Kraut- 
hammer found his second calling as a news contributor and 
political analyst. He even won the Pulitzer Prize in 1987 
and was a speech writer for Sen. Walter Mondale at one 


juncture. 


He died in June of 2018 from abdominal cancer. He was 


68 years old. 


Before his death, he wrote his last article as a syndicated 
columnist simply titled “Note to readers.” In this article 
Krauthammer details the reasons for his silence and ab- 
sence over the preceding ten months, much of which was 


spent in a hospital. 


The operation that was thought to be successful at first 
hadn’t stopped the cancer. It had returned and was growing 
aggressively. Doctors told him he had “only a few weeks 


left to live.” 


“This is the final verdict,” he wrote. “My fight is over.” 

What struck me most, however, about these final state- 
ments about his life, work, and a “lifetime of memories” 
wasn’t the stoic calm in the article but his strength of char- 
acter and peace that he seemed to have. He was Jewish, but 


there was no mention of faith or God. 


“T leave this life with no regrets,” he said. “It was a won- 
derful life—full and complete with the great loves and 
great endeavors that make it worth living. I am sad to leave, 
but I leave with the knowledge that I lived the life that I 


intended.” 


This statement is even more amazing when considered 
against the backdrop that Mr. Krauthammer lived the last 
46 years of his life as a paraplegic. He was paralyzed in a 
diving accident at age 22. He didn’t let his disability define 


him. 


If doctors told you that you had only a few weeks left to 


live, what would you write about your life’? 
How would you spend your final days? 


Would you have a sense of peace and deep-down joy or 
that frantic feeling of having some unfinished business to 


take care of? 


What about regrets? Have you lived the life you intended 


to live? 
And what about God? 


Someone once quipped that most of us spend more time 
planning Christmas than we give to considering the life we 


are living. 


Here’s some wise counsel for us all: “Now all has been 
heard; here is the conclusion of the matter: Fear God and 
keep his commandments, for this is the whole duty of man” 


(Eccle. 12:13).

A Christian University 
received negative media 
attention because the admis- 
sion requirements included 
a weight limit.

Claims 
of discrimination regard- 
ing unequal access, overt 
or otherwise, are heard in 
many other contexts as 
well.

Virtually 
everyone agrees that people 
should be treated fairly, but 
there is often disagreement 
on the boundary between 
reasonable and unreason- 
able accommodations. 
The fact that some orga-

For what it is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers were big favorites last week 
against University Charter in the first round of the high 
school football playoffs and probably could have won by 
just showing up, but the Tigers came to play and sent a 
message heard around the state with a record-setting 70-8 
romp to move on to round number two. Elba owned a 28-0 
lead before its opponents even made a first down and never 
slowed down on either side of the ball to score the most 
points ever scored by Elba in the post-season. The leader 
of the Tigers again last week was running back Alvin 
Henderson as he rushed for four touchdowns, returned a 
punt for a touchdown, returned a kickoff for a touchdown 
and caught a touchdown pass, giving him a total of seven 
touchdowns for the night as he continued to take aim at 
multiple state records. Cayden Adkins was back in the 
line-up after missing a couple of weeks with an injury, but 
there was no doubt he was back to full speed and rocked 
more than one University Charter runner with jarring hits. 
While the road to a title will only get tougher each and 
every week, if the same Tiger team that showed up last 
week keeps coming back every Friday night this bunch 
could make history! 

*** The Brantley Bulldogs rallied from a halftime 
deficit to knock off Linden and in doing so ran their 
winning streak to four games. The Bulldogs owned a 
3-4 record just a month ago and appeared to be headed 
nowhere fast, but have since got back some injured 
players, including junior quarterback Jayden Parks, and 
during the winning streak have scored an average of over 
47 points a game. Don’t look now, but Brantley is back and 
believes it can make a long run in the post-season. 

*** When I read last week that 208 teams made the 
state football playoffs I knew immediately many of the 
teams in the post-season field had no business still playing 
football. I know the AHSAA makes a lot of money from 
the football playoffs and I know it takes money to run the 
statewide sports program. However, in last week’s opening 
round points were scored at an almost non-stop rate at 
many games with 36 teams scoring in the 40’s, 18 teams 
scoring in the. 50’s, 10 teams scoring in the 60’s and of 
course, Elba scoring 70. I know 22 teams seeded below 
their opponents posted wins on the road, but I can’t help 
but believe if the AHSAA would do away with one round 
and allow just the top two seeds to compete in the post- 
season it would result in many more competitive games, 
cut back on un-needed expenses for teams and fans, and 
only make the playoffs even better. 

While there were a lot of blowouts last week all 
across the state, there were some games that caught my 
eye.

Tigers expect catfight with Wildcats 


The Elba Tigers will 
be looking to remain 
undefeated and continue 
their trek toward an eighth 
state title Friday night 
when they host the Millry 
Wildcats, in second round 
action in the Class 1A 
state high school football 
playoffs. 

The Tigers will carry 
an 11-0 record into the 
playoff clash after opening 
post-season play with a 
70-8 win over University 
Charter, while the Wildcats 
will bring a 9-2 record into 
the game and in week one 
of the playoffs blanked 
Notasulga 55-0. 

“Millry has a very good 
team that is very well 
coached and we know we 
will have our hands full 
on both sides of the ball,” 
said Elba head coach Marc 
Sieving. “Millry is big and 
fast, and plays hard on 
every play. This will be a 
true playoff battle for both 
teams, and we are happy it 
will be played at home and 
hope all our fans will come 
out and can help make a 
difference and give us a 
homefield advantage.” 

While Elba, which this 
season averages 51.6 points 
a game and allows 13.2 
points a game, has rolled 
up a total of 54 wins over 
the past six seasons and 
is 13-8 all-time in second 
round action, it has lost 
four straight second round 
playoff games. 

Millry, which averages 
43.6 points a game and 
allows 10.6 points a game, 
is 2-7 all-time in second 
round playoff action, but 
snapped a_ three-game 
second round losing streak 
last season. The Wildcats

have defeated Linden 
40-12, Southern Choctaw 
54-0, Fruitdale 54-14, 
Choctaw County 50-16, 
Clarke County 28-14, 
Washington County 57-0, 
J.F.. Shields 67-0 and 
MelIntosh 49-8 in regular 
season play, while losing to 
Citronelle 27-26 and Leroy 
26-0. 

“There is no doubt Millry 
will be the best.team we 
have played this season,” 
added Sieving. “They have 
a big offensive line, a very 
athletic quarterback that 
can both run and pass, and 
last week he threw five 
touchdown passes in their 
win over Nofasulga. They 
have a wide receiver that 
can get open and catch 
anything throw near him, 
and all in all they are just 
a very good football team. 
On offense they run out of 


a spread, but aren’t really 
a big play team. They 
like to control the line of 
scrimmage with their big 
offensive line and just keep 
moving the chains. The 
line is really aggressive 
and gritty, and we know 
it will be a fight at the 
line of scrimmage. They 
like to run jet sweeps to 
their wide receivers and 
also let the _quarterback 
read the end and give him 
the option to hand off, run 
the ball or even throw it 
in the flats. Millry uses: a 
ton of formations to try 
and get you out of position, 
and then attack where you 
may be weakest. Over 
on defense they are real 
scrappy, run to the football 
and love to hit folks. They 
match up with us size wise 
and are very physical.” 
“For us to win. Friday 


night we have to score 
one more point than they 
score,” said Sieving. “On 
defense we will have to 
focus on fundamentals, 
get lined up correctly and 
make some stops. We can’t 
let then have long drives 
that eat minutes off the 
clock and can’t let them 
frustrated with the way 
they play in the line. We 
will have to play hard and 
at the same time keep our 
composure if something 
happens that may not be 
within the rules. On offense 
we will need to do what 
we do best and attack 
them on every play. We 
used a couple of different 
formations last week to 
give them a little something 
else to worry about, and we 
still have not shown a lot 
of what we can do. This 
game will be a fight from 
the opening kickoff and we 
have to answer the ball and 
come out fighting to be 
successful.” 

Wh ked. about last 
week’s 70-8. win over 
University Charter, Coach 
Sieving stated, “Our guys 
came out ready to play and 
took the fight to them from 
the first play of the game. 
We were obviously better 
than they were Friday 
night, and could have taken 
a few plays off once we 
took command. However, 
our guys never backed 
down and played hard 
throughout the game. That 
is the mindset we need to 
have every time we take the 
field, and think the players 
made it clear last week they 
are focused and are going 
to play hard no matter the 
opponent.”

Not even a steady rain that fell throughout the game 
could dampen the spirits along the Elba sideline Friday 

night, Noy. 10, as the Tigers rolled to a dominating 70-8 
| playoff win over the University Charter Trail Blazers, at 
Tiger Stadium. 

Elba began its first scoring drive at its own 17-yardline 
after a Trail Blazer punt and promptly went 83 yards in 
five plays to get on the scoreboard. A 39-yard pass from 
Brayden Johnson to Cayden Adkins was a key play in the 
long scoring drive, while the score came on a 26-yard 
touchdown run by Alvin Henderson. Alex Wisecup kicked 
the extra-point, and with 8:28 left in the first quarter the 
Tigers were on their way with a 7-0 lead. 

University Charter was forced to punt again on its second 
possession, and this time the Tigers Alvin Henderson 
fielded the punt at the Elba 41-yardline and raced 59 yards 
for a touchdown. Wisecup added the extra-point.as Elba’s 
lead grew to 14-0 with 7:48 remaining in the quarter. 

Elba put the ball in play at midfield following another 
punt and after a penalty on first down got right back in the 
endzone when Cody Gray jumped over a pile-up at the 
line of scrimmage and went 55 yards up the middle of the 
field for a touchdown. Wisecup’s extra-point was true, and 
with 6:55 still left in the opening quarter the Tigers were 
already in command with a 21-0 lead. 

Elba’s Kaleb Mitchell forced a fumble that was 
recovered by Tiger teammate Jamal Siler on the game’s 
next offensive series, and Alvin Henderson scored on 
an 11-yard run on first down as the Tigers continued to 
light up the scoreboard. Wisecup added the extra-point as 
Elba’s lead grew to 28-0 with 5:36 left in the first quarter. 

The Elba defense turned back a University Charter 
scoring threat on the Trail Blazers ensuing possession with 
a pass interception in the endzone by Jerod Anderson, and 
this time it took the Tigers two plays to cover the 80 yards 
to the endzone, with the score coming on a 39-yard pass 
from Brayden Johnson to Alvin Henderson on the first 
play of the second quarter. Alex Wisecup kicked the extra- 
point, and with 11:48 left in the quarter the Tigers owned 
a 35-0 advantage. 

The Tigers began their next offensive series at the Trail 
Blazers 37-yardlie after a punt return for a touchdown 
by Alvin Henderson was wiped off by a penalty flag.
